evils fatal to our health and comfort. The danger of 
fire, however, cannot be too watchfully counteracted 
in a town like hie, in which we live, where the greateſt _ 


part of the buildings conſiſt of materials highly com- 


hnſtible. The danger is conſtantly before our eyes: 
we ſeldom paſs a ſeaſon, without beholding the habi- 


tation of ſome of our neighbours and friends on fire.
